Mr. Pugh Made a Strong Speech in Favor 
of Silver. 

Washington, Sepiember 11.—The senior sen- 
ator from New York broke off today from his 
imputed alliance with the extreme wing of the 
silver senators, 

Mr. Stewart. of Nevada. offered a resolution 
for an inquiry into the fact of senators being 
stockhoiders in national banks. 

Mr. Hill opposed the resviution in a strong 
speech as being unnecessary and unprecedent- 
ed, and a gross reflection on the senate. The 
resolution went over until tomorre’,, when it 
will come up in the regular morning business. 

The bill fer the repeal of the purchasing 
Clause of the Sherman law was taken up, aud 
Mr. Pugh, a minority member of the finance 
committee, made a two and a hatft pours’ 
speech against it, declaring at the close that 
it was the determined and unalterable purpose 
of the oppovents of the repeal to oppose it 
until their physical strength was exhausted 
and their power of speech gone.

Mr. Pugh Speaks. 
Pugh, of <Atabama, address- 
ed the senate in opposition to the bill, 
He had read and reread, he sani, the message 
of the president convening congress, and found 
it to be an explicit declaration in favor of the 
inaintenance of the gold standard in the eur- 
reney of the United States until changed to 
bimetallism by international agreement; and 
that that would afford the only remedy that 
eould “mitigate the present danger threatening 
the future.” It was the first time that con- 
gress had been convened in extraordinary ses- 
tron for the sole purpose of repealing any law. 
and that law one which no senator stated 
or believed to be the cause of the existing 
financial derangement. 
She Keason for the Call 

What necessity was there, he asked, for 
the extraordinary session, or for the pressure 
and clumer for immediate action, which 
would be a mockery and an insult to the coim- 
mon sense and ordinary intelligence of the 
people? There was not a word or sentence Mm 
the messuge expressing any favor or friendsiip 
for bimetallisin, or that countenanced the ad- 
dition ef one more silver dollar to the eur- 
rency. The message clearly meant that the 
government had discharged its duty In furnish- 
ing a sufficient amount of currency, but had 
failed in the quality and soundness of their 
circulating medium.

Then Mr. Pugh 
held it to be an unmistakeable charge by the 
president that the failure of the Sherman law 
to increase the price of silver was the origin 
of the evil. The message presented, he said, 
the square issue whether the United States 
should come to the gold standard or should 
cling to the use of the constitutional union of 
gold and silver as a standard of values. 

If the Sherman law were repealed in order 
to restore confidence among money lenders, 
the Hon of discotent among the toiling mil- 
lions would be awakened, whose roar 
would shake the continent. Referring to the 
national banks, Mr. Pagh accused them of 
arrayving themselves in open hostility to silver 
and silver certificates and of doing every- 
thing in their power to discredit both. in dis- 
regard of the law and the declared publie 
wiicy of the Uniteé States. Whenever laws 
had heen passed by congress to promote the 
of silver. and of silver certifi- 
national banks of the east. and 
those of New York, immediately 
enlied nn meeting. sit in judgment on the 
legislation of congress, publicly condemned 
ft and declared their purpose not to obey the 
law. but to nullify it. Their claim of super- 
yision over the financial legislation of con- 
gress and the execution of the law by the 
executive department of the government had 
been recognized and: tolerated until it had 
grown into an estabished practice. and today 
no other anthority was econsiite | in the for- 
mulation of remedial legislatfon.

That Honor Goes to the Vigilant, Which 
Won Again Yesterday, 


SHE QUTSAILED ALL THE REST 


Her Actual Sailing Time Was Seven 


Minutes Less Than the Colonia’s. 


SHE I$ EVIDENTLY A GOOD SEA BOAT 


Running Be'’ore the Wind the Colonia 
Showed to the Best Advantage, but 
Lost Going Jnto It. 


New York, September 11.—The third trial 
race for the honor of defending the American 
cup has been won by the Vigilant. For the 
third time, the New York syndicate boat 
crossed the finish line first. 

When the starting gun boomed across the 
water. the Vigilant and Colonia were a 
little to the westward of the lightship. The 
former crossed the latter's bow, close hauled 
on the starboard tack, and then dashed for 
the line before the smoke of the starting 
gun had cleared away. The Vigilant led 
closely, shaving the western mark, One 
length astern and a trifle to windward, came 
the Colonia, both of them luiling a little as 
they crossed to flatten in their sheets, Tv 
the surprise of every one, the Jubilee and 
Piigrim were two miles to the leeward of 
the line, standing to the southward on the 
port tack and earing very little for the 
handicap gun, then but two minutes off. Un 
stood the leaders now almost a mile aways, 
the others upparently unconcerned on the 
port tack. Not until the handicap gun sound- 
ed did the Boston boats deign to go about 
and stand for the line, reaching there fully 
seven minutes behind the handicap gun. 

The Pilgrim led over with the Jubilee a 
trifle astern and to the leeward. It looked 
as though two races were on, and the VPil- 
grim and Jubilee had no concern about: the 
other two bests. Each pair did all the 
racing between themselves. The Jubilee out- 
sailed the Pilgrim, but was twice in serious 
trouble with her sails. 

: Flew All Thelr Canvas, 

On the firat turn, the Vigilant on the wind 
beat the Colonia seven minutes and two «ee- 
onds. the Jubilee five minutes and two seconds, 
ane the P-igrim twenty minutes and eleven 
seconds. 

Ae soon as the yachts were well clear of 
the mark they began to get their top masts 
on end, for the wind had lightened consider- 
ably, and the seas was not so high. The 
Vigilant was the first to hoist her spar, 
lowering the boom and setting her spinnaker. 
A few minutes later she set her balloon jib 
top sails. The Co'lenian followed the YVigt- 
lant’s lead in hoisting her ton maste and 
breaking out her spinnaker balloon fib top 
enjil, and later her c'ub top sail. Both the 
Jubilee and Pilgrim got their top masts en 
end and set spinnakers and balloon jib top 
sails. thourh ther earried only working in- 
stead of elnb top sails. 

Verv Smart KRefore the Wind. 

Tn the run before the wind to the finish, 
the Colonia gained on all the other yachts, 
She beat the Vigtlant five seconds, the Jubilee 
three minutes and fifty-nine seconds, and the 
Plicrim five minutes and three soconds.

Over the entire course, the Vigilant beat 
the Colonia six minutes and forty-three sec- 
onds. the Inbilee etcht minutes and nineteen 
seconds, and the Pilgrim twenty-three min- 
utes and thirty-three seconds.

The Jubilee Wasa in Bad Luck. 

The Jubilee was handicapped by a series of 
accidents, and what she wonld have done 
had everything beld is only conjecture. The 
jaws of her gaff gave way just before the 
starting gun. but General Paine pluckily said: 
“Go ahead.” and she started seven minutes 
and six second late, with her gaff several 
feet beyond her mast, and her mainsail sag- 
ging at the peak. *Later she had trouble with 
her jib and sky sail halyards and ran with 
one foresaj{t for some time. She would not 
give up the race, and, crippled though she 
was, she finished a good third. The Pilgrim, 
whose captain hed heen wishing for more 
wind in every previous race, wae the first 
‘o house her topsail and prepare for heavy 
weather. She proved no better in a heavy sea 
than in the light winds, and was far in the 
renr at the finish. 

The Colonia was well handled, had no 
aecident and sailed a coed race, but that 
she was no match for the Vigilant was plain. 
The result of the race gives the Vigilant two 
of the trial races. the Colonia one and the 
Jnubitee and Pilgrim none. 

The members of the American enp commit- 
tee are pleased at the performance of the 
Vietlant. and will probably name her as their 
choice to meet Lord Dunraven’s Walkyrie. 

Few Could Follow the Kace. 

The rongh sea kept the usual fleet of ex- 
eursion boats and small eraft from venturing 
ont. and there were only a dozen steamers, 
tues and yachts off the lightsbip at 11 o'clock. 
Many of the passengers on steamboats wished 
they had not come. for the waves washed 
the lower decks and the spray was driven 
over all. Two-thirds of the people on -the 
steamboats were scared, But the third saw 
the finest race ever sailed in these waters. 
From start to finish. it was a inagnificent 
test of both speed and seaworthiness. 

General Paine aaid after the race that he 
nad done the best he could. He vointed to 
the mangled end of the gaff and the twisted 
iron rods, and said he crossed the line at 
the start with the gaff lapping eight feet 
on the mast. He lost time at the start 
through the accident. and it was obliged to 
hold off on long tacks and to ease off on beat- 
ing to lessen the strain on the gaff. When ask- 
ed if he would reanest snother race, he re- 
niied in the negative. He sent the broken

Mr. Joel Chandler Harris Plows Deep 
in the Financial Field. 


BANKS ARE VERY DELICATE THINGS 


They Are Sensitive and ‘Must Bo 
Nursed Very Gently. 


THE FARMER IS THE BONE AND SINEW 


But He Has to Look Out for Himself After 
Election—S8topping the Tax on Clear- 
ing House Certificates. 


Washington, September 11.—Special Cor- 
respondence from the Gallery.)\—About the 
time that voting day comes around, the stur- 
dy farmer and the worthy laboring man are 
very large and important—especially the 
farmer. I do not know a bigger man than 
the farmer when his vote is wanted. He is 
“the bone and sinew of the country.” And 
there is no more beautiful occupation than 
farming. Did you ever realize the full 
significance of that fact? As the farmer 
is the “bone and sinew” of things, as it 
were, so farming is “the basis of all other 
occupations.” It is funny that this should 
be so, and the reason I know it is so is be- 
cause all the congressional “bimetallists” 
have come right out and said so. Being 
rampant and savuge “bimetallists,” they 
have not sought to cover up or conceal 
anything. They have come right out and 
made these remarks—they have said. in 
so many Words that the farmer is a big 
thing and that farming is the basis of all 
occupations—and they have allowed The 
Congressional Record to divulge the whole 
business. They have gone further. They 
have said that labor is the true measure of 
value, money being merely the expression 
of it; and they have rubbed their Jily-white 
hands together and declared that if any- 
body on earth is entitled to the sympathy 
and respect of statesmen and the rest of the 
body politic, it is the farmer, “‘the bone and 
sinew,” and so forth. 

II. 

Nevertheless, whem we come down to 
business, the farmer is not in it. When 
the esteemed senate (to go no further) is 
herded together and compelled to go right 
ahead with the great Work of cultivating a 
crop of legislation, it is discovered that 
the banks and the people who have money 
are to reap the benefits of it. On paper, 
the farmer is a famous fellow. As a mat- 
ter of fact it often happens that in legisla- 
tion he has no more show than a John- 
thomas cat in a hailstorm. It is curious 
how sensitive the senate is when the banks 
are touched on. Ihave been sitting around 
in the gallery watching that body with all 
the interest and curiosity that a provincial 
can muster up, and I have noticed that no 
matter how many sents.are empty,.or how 
many senators are asieep in the cloak rooms, 
the moment some untamed Jacksonian dem- 
ocrat yells out “banks,’”’ the senators rush 
in to find out what it is about—John Sher- 
man, with his bony hands clinched. old man 
Hloar with his face a-fire, and all ‘the great 
band of “bimetaHhists,”” republicans and 
democrats, with alarm on their faces— 
everything suddenly becomes alive and 
alert. 

“Banks, did you say?” one will ery. “I 
trust the gentleman will not push his re- 
marks too far. The matter is a very 
delicate one. We are in the presence of a 
great North American crisis. 1 move that 
the whole matter be referred to the ‘fee 
nawnce’ comuiittee.”’ 

There seems to be a. sore place some- 
where in the banks, and some of the sena- 
tors seem to have set themseives up as wet 
nurses for them. Hit a bank and you hit 
all the “‘bimetallists’” in the senate, and 
they make as much fuss about it as a lit- 
tle nigger who has been accidentally hit on 
the shin with a baseball bat. The poor, 
unfortunate banks! how could anybody be 
so cruel as to criticise them for their ef- 
forts to get more bonds and to make money? 

But if a dozen men were to stand up in 
the senate chamber and vell’ out “farmer” 
till their eyes popped out, John Sherman 
would snore in the cloak room, and al! the 
“bimetallists’’ who are trying to smash the 
party platform would make no response 
whatever. The farmers can take care of 
themselves. When there is no campaign 
afoot and election day is not on hand, 
they are not in it. But the banks—well, 
the banks, with their more than $600,000,- 
000 of capital, need watching and nursing. 
If they want an issue of gold bonds, they 
ought to have it. If they want to knock 
down the price of farm products so that 
their European partners can get wheat and 
cotton more cheaply, they ought to be al- 
lowed to do it. If they want to make all 
debts payable in gold—every dollar of which 
is now worth a dollar and one-half in any 
kind of property—why should any crank 
stand in their way? 

Senator Hill was lampooned and ecarica- 
tured and editorially abused by the eastern 
papers when he supported the resolution 
offered by Peffer ten days ago, and Senator 
(;eorge may expect no better greatment. 
The whole effort seems to be to protect the 
banks in their violations of the law, if they 
have violated it, by staying the hand of 
investigation, by covering up and concealing 
from the public the details of the bold and 
brilliant scheme by which the banks brought 
on the panic and the methods by which they 
carried jt out. 

What is behind it all? If the banks in 
a period of panic and monetary stringency 
have allowed their reserves to fall below 
the amount fixed by law, surely there is a 
simple and satisfactory explanation. Why. 
then, should John Sherman rush in out of 
the cloak room as if his coat-taiis were afire 
When Senator Peffer proposes to introduce 
a resolution of investigation and have it 
acted on? Why does Senator MePherson 
rise in his seat, as mad as a wet hen, and 
appeal to the senate to have the resolution 
referred to the “feenawnce” committee, 
there to be buried? There is some explana- 
tion for all this excited opposition, and it 
is not to be found in the character of the 
resolution itself. i 

What is the trouble? 
are not on the inside will have to exercise 
their reasoning faculties a little. They will 
have to put this and that together, and fit 
fact to inference so as to give birth to a 
logical conclusion. What is it the banks 
and their spokesmen here destred to have 
covered up? The fact that their reserves 
fell at one time below the legal limit? Non- 
sense! They admitted the fact, advertised 
it far and wide, tried to make it contribute 
to the “lack of confidence,” so-called, and

Everybody knows the law was violated, and 
everybody that takes a serious interest in 
our finances desires to know whether the 
violation was the result of the so-called 
panie, or Whether it was the result of a de- 
sire on the part of the banks themselves to 
contribute it to the scare. That is the 
pith and marrow of the whole business, and 
to this center the Peffer resolution adroitly 
tends. The banks and their 
friends here are opposed to the 
resolution because it means an investiga- 
tion, and such an investigation — 
to: disclosures that would give the pu gol 
too intimate idea of the methods of mo 
financiering. ae:

This is truer now than 
ever, since republicans and democrats have 
become converted to the grand doctrine of 
goldbug “bimetallism,” and all are under 
the lead of that glor%ous patriot and man 
of the people, John Sherman. 

Your readers must not suppose that. I 
am including southern banks in the nation- 
al bank syndicate that has charge of the 
machinery here.

His tone was not only contemptuous, but 
very angry, and I judged that the employ- 
ment of clearing house certificates, as a 
currency for the public by the southern 
banks, had hurt his feelings.

Now, this is a pretty come off, isn’t it? , 


What if it should happen that the southern 
banks, taking the situation seriously and 
proving a prompt and a nefficacious rem- 
edy, have been the means of bringing to a 
sudden and an wnexpected end the great 
scheme of providing a financial stringency 
as an excuse for repealing the Sherman 


law and forcing an issue of bonds? Turn 


the matter over in your minds a moment. 
Look at it carefully. Just as soon as the 
bank syndicate found that the seuthern 
banks were tssuing clearing house certifi- 
cates to the public, thus putting an end to 
the financial stringency, by providing a cur- 
rency just as good as bank or treasury 
notes, there was a sudden collapse of the 
“panic” in the east. Southern banks were 
promptly notified that they could get all 
the curreney they wanted. There was a 
compiete reaction. It is a great victory for 
the “corncrib” banks of the south, though, 
possibly, it is an unintentional one. 

But observe whet follows! The machin- 
ery of the internal revenne is at once put 
In motion to suppress these clearing house 
currency notes, by levying the 10 per cent 
tax on them. They have been found too 
useful. Can it be feared that their employ- 
ment, even in an emergency, will give the 
people a taste for state banks of issue, 
and the clearing house currency is to be 
promptly suppressed? The bank syndicate is 
wide-awake. Please don’t forget that. The 
probability is that the “cornerib” banks 
of the south will not sdon have another op- 
portunity to break up a bond-foreing scheme 
by issuing a local eurrency.

“MR, BLOUNT COMING HOME. 


He Has Disposed of the Hawaiian Matter 
and Left It with the President. 

Washington, September 11.—The presi- 
dent has practically completed his consider- 
action of the Hawaiian-question and action 
may be expected within a very short period, 
probably within three weeks. Ex-Minister 
Blount made his ofticial adieu this after- 
noon and left this evening for his home in 
Georgia. His connection with the Hawaiian 
question, both officially and unoflicially, 
has ended.

This afternoon the navy department di- 
rected the commander of the Detroit to sail 
from Norfolk for Rio on Thursday, and it is 
not unlikely that the Newark will be ready 
in time to sail in company with her. With 
regard to other ships to be sent to South 
America and Central America, no decision 
has been reached, but orders will probably 
be issued tomorrow assigning some ship to 
the east eoast of Nicaragua on account of 
the rumors of imnending internatior®l] tron- 
ble there. The Keersarge now at Woashing- 
ton, N. C., is the vessel most available for 
the service and she will probably be sent.

HER FOREIGN TOUR WAS PROFITABLE 


A Few Years Ago She Was a Policéman’s 
Wife in Milledgeville—~Now She 
» Has a Fortune.

Milledgeville, Ga., September 11.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Mrs. Annie Abbott, better known 
in Georgia as Mrs. Dixie Haygood, “the 
litue Georgia Magnet,” has returned from 
a two years’ trip to Europe. Sh is the only 
woman who carries the endorsement of 
every throne in the old world, given under 
royal seals, and written in imperial chi- 
rography. 

Seven years ago she was the helpmeet 
of an humble policeman in this city and 
with very little pretension toward extraor- 
dinary gifts, she moved along’ the even 
tenor of her way. She was a little bit of 
a woman, weighing considerably less than 
a hundred pounds, but a prettier little soul 
was hard to find. She was exceedingly 
pious, and her professions in that line ran 
to holiness. She soon discovered that she 
was a medium of no mean order, and in a 
little while the people of the city gathered 
occasionally at her home to hear the spirit 
rap, and to send messages to acquaintances 
who had gone to the grave. There was 
something extraordmary about her that 
puzzled every one, and very soon she an- 
nounced the possession of a power over 
human strength that was more than won- 
derful. Private exhibitions were ‘given at 
her home and by a simple touch every- 
thing about her came under the magnetic 
influence of her will. Enough human 
weight could not get around a chair to hold 
it still when her fingers touched it, and a 
dozen men. could not put a stick to the 
floor that laid carelessly across her hand. 
Her power proved to be unlimited, and it 
has grown from then until now. 

Her superhuman strength was reported 
in The Constitution, and many an enter- 
tainment was given in this and neighbor.ng 
towns. Tiler career, however, was checked 
by a pistol shot during the great prohibi- 
tion campaign, in which her husband lost 
his life. About two years later shé begun 
a senmes of entertainments over the state 
and her success was wonderful. She went 
into other states, and everywhere her power 
baffled explanation. During the three years 
which followed she went to every city in 
America and gave exhibitions in Mexico 
and all over Canada. Dozens of books and 
scientific pamphlets were written in ex- 
planation of her power, and it is as much a 
mystery today as it was the night her first 
exhibit was given in the opera house here. 

During 1890, in New York city, she gave 
an entertainment which was attended by 
an Engiish earl and several prominent Iing- 
lishmen. who immediately insisted that she 
visit Eugland. They gave her a letter of 
endorsement, and in less than a month 
all England was on tiptoe to see the famous

Robert Mitchell, a Carpenter, Killed 
Himself Last Night, 


BUT HE DOES NOT TELL WHY 


He Passed a Pleasant Evening at His 
Boarding House, Hats His Supper, 
and Then Swallows the Poison. 


Robert Mitchell, a carpenter, well known 
in Atlanta, committed suicide last night at 
his boarding house, No. 49 East Trinity 
avenue. 

It was arsenic Mitchell used to aid him 
in shaking off the mortal coil. 

Mitchell was about forty years of age 
and*was the father of two children, who 
are now with relatives in Missouri. Ile has 
been a resident of Atlanta for the past 
three years and had been working with J. 
©.. Peck. He as one of the steadiest and 
most reliable hands the firm had and was 
always in the best of spirits. So jovial 
and pleasant was he that no one who knew 
him ever dreamed that he would take his 
own life. 

After finishing his day’s work yesterday 
Mitchell went to his home and, as usual, 
conversed with those present before the 
evening meal. He was just the same he 
had always been about the house and at 
the supper table talked and laughed with 
those around him just as he had always 
done. Shortly after supper he left those 
who were congregated on the porch, and 
bidding them good night, went to his room. 
This was about half-past 7 o’clock. An 
hour later some one entered the room and 
found Mitchell in an unconscious condition. 
His features were contorted and his body 
was bent nearly double. His appearance 
caused alarm and other boarders were 
ealled in and a physician was summoned. 
Dr. Styles responded, and when he arriv- 
ed quickly announced that Mitchell had 
taken a dose of arsenic. Everything pos- 
sible was done for the man, but it was 
of no avail and about 9 o’dock he died. 

Coroner Paden was notified of the death 
and after viewing the body instructed Un- 
dertaker Hilburn to remove it to his rooms 
on East Hunter street, where an inquest 
will be held this morning. 

Mitchell left no note to indicate why he 
had taken the arsenic and those who were 
acquainted with him cannot conjecture why 
he did so. ¥

Washington, September 11.—Governor Till- 
man, of South Carolina, by his attorney, ap- 
plied to Judge Bradley, of the supreme court 
of the district, for a mandamus to compel 
the commissioner to register the trademark 
“Palmetto.’’ Today Judge Bradiey signed an 
order directing the comissioner te Appear _be- 
fore him at 10 o’eleck a. m., Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 19th, to show cause why the 
writ of mandamus should not be issued. 

The representatives of Governor Tillman are 
quite determined to carry the question up to 
the supreme court, if necessary, for 4 final 
decision. They contend that the duty of the 
commissioner of patents in the matter of 
trademark applications is mainly clerical in its 
nature, except that he is to see that the de- 
sign does not infringe upon previous appli- 
cations. That he should go into a considera- 
tion of the laws upon which the trade # 
founded they consider unusual, and they want 
the decision of the courts upon that question 
and the other points involved in the refusal.

They are already 
beginning to claim that the uncertainty 
in regard to tariff legislation is hold- 
ing us back. ‘They even go so far as to 
say that the reduction of the tariff to a 
revenue basis will cause most of our in- 
dustries to shut down. 

To the close observer of current events 
this view is utterly unfounded. The 
wires announce every day the resump- 
tion of the great industries of the east- 
ern and middle states which suspended 
last summer. These establishments would 
not go to the trouble and expense of 
starting up at the present time if their 
proprietors believed that a low tariff 
would compel them to shut down again 
in a few weeks. The truth is, these 
protected manufacturers have been ad- 
justing their business during the past 
two years to meet the conditions of a 
revised tariff. ‘They know that when 
it goes into effect they will reach out 
for foreign markets and make a bigger 
business compensate them for what they 
may lose in home profits. 

These conflicting views are puzzling, 
but when they are sifted down the out- 
look is encouraging. The crops are mov- 
ing, confidence is returning, and people 
are settling down to business. The thing 
for congress to do is to lose no time in 
redeeming the financial and tariff planks 
of the democratic platform. Let us have 
no more uncertainty and delay. 


Cash in the Country. 
Cotton is rolling ihto the smaller towns 
of the state, and the announcement is 
made that there is a sufficient amount 
of cash on hand to move every bale. 
Towns with banks and towns without 
them, are jingling the dollars and in- 
viting the farmers to market their cot- 
ton without delay, and the invitation is 
being generally accepted. 
Every town in the state has been 
looking out for itself on this dine, and 
the result is money is beginning to cir- 
culate among the farmers, and there is 
a revival of business everywhere. 
There is, indeed, more ready cash in 
the rural districts than one might sup- 
pose. The farmers have been living 
economically during the dull times— 
saving up for “a rainy day,” and work- 
ing harder than they had ever worked 
before so that the fall, when times are 
getting brighter, finds them in fairly 
good condition, with cash on hand and 
cash in sight. 
The country merchants have met them 
half way, and they deserve credit for 
the efforts they have made to keep at 
home the funds with which to market 
the cotton. It is also to their credit that 
they are giving good prices for the staple, 
thus encouraging the farmers to place 
the crop as early as possible. 
The country towns are holding their 
own, and doing much to relieve the finan- 
cial strain. They deserve the prosperity 
which will surely come to them. 


The Ultimate Issue, 

It is impossible to read the metropoli- 
tan newspapers, and the magazines, on 
the current discussion pending in con- 
gress on the Sherman law, without com- 
ing to the conclusion that the only issue 
involved is ultimately the gold standard 
—monometallism pure and simple. 
It makes no difference what the men 
say who are talking so glibly in favor of 
bimetallism, and voting and counseling 
all the time with the republicans to ac- 
complish what that party inaugurated 
in 1873—the demonetization of silver. 
These men are like criminals in the penl- 
tentiary—it is rarely the case, if you 
listen to them, that they will admit their 
guilt. All of them are a lot of iynocent 
and unjustly convicted men. eee 
But the time is coming whén these 
matters will be uncovered. The gold 
standard means the reduction of nearly 
half of the per capita wealth of the coun- 
try. It means that the strong man will 
have twice as much power as the weak; 
that if you owe $1 it will take $2 of your 
property to pay it; that if you are work- 
ing for $4 per day you will have to work 
for $2; that if you get only $1 per day 
you must expect to.get only 50 cents per 
day. 
Reducing the per capita circulation 
nearly» one-half fMieans overproduction. 
Overproduction means more tramps. 
Many a man with a doubtful job today 
will be a tramp if we have a gold stand- 
ard. No honest man will say that times 
will improve, but all honest men say 
it will make times tighter and money 
scarcer. 
What is the excuse then for the gold 
standard? Simply because it is neces- 
sary to be in harmony with Europe, and 
silver is “bulky.” Sift any argument 
down to the bottom and this is all there 
is left—and yet we hear men professing 
to be Americans giving this excuse and 
among them learned professors in col- 
leges, editors of magazines and newspa- 
pers. 
We are not surprised to hear foreign- 
ers, who have more interest in Europe 
than America, arguing for the gold stand- 
ard. ‘They are consistent. They be 
lieve Europe is better than America; 
they are bold enough and _bra- 
zen enough to defy American 
public opinion. But we have very little 
faith in the advice of a man who lives 
in America, has all his interests here, is 
identified with our institutions, and wants 
to build up our country, taking this side. 

Why should our primary purpose be 
to harmonize with Europe on economic 
and financial questions? They have for 


j 4ges studied how to make the rich rich- 


er and the poor poorer. Look at the 
scale of wages in England and Germany 
and you will find it from 50 to 75 per 
cent less than in this country. Do we 
want to harmonize with that? It is part 
of the gold standard. 

Our people,’ are different, our coun- 
try, institutsons, wants, wishes, pleas- 
ures, hopes and everything are different, 
an&k God grant that we may continue to 
differ so long as our institutions so vast- 
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ly differ. 
Europe will not harmonize unless it 
has the right to price our products. When 
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masses of Europe are today.

entitled “An Outline of Political His 
tory” will not find favor with some 
Americans. ; 

While Mr. Smith speaks in the ‘high- 
est terms of Hamiltoa, ‘Webster and 
Lincoln, he has a very poor opinton of 
other great Americans. He pictures 
Washington as the general who never 
won a battle, always operating on a 


small seale, and says: 

Washington insisted that his officers should 
be gentlemen, not men fit to be shoeblacks. 
He drew a most undemocratic distinction be- 
tween the officer and the private soldier. His 
notions about the private soldier are those of 
an old world disciplinarian. He says that 
the soldier shouid be satisfied to serve for his 
food, clothes and pay, and complains that he 
cannot lay on the back of the insubordinate 
patriot more than one hundred lashes, hold- 
ing that 500 are not too many. 

He charges Jefferson with untruthful- 
ness, artifice, intrigue and moral cow- 
ardice, and says that he preferred an- 
archy to strong government. Aaron 
Burr he happily characterizes as “a local 
Cataline.”’ Madison’s ‘prim  medio- 
crity” gets a side lick, Randolph is de- 
scribed as “almost a maniac,” and Clay 
is spoken of as a jingo statesman of 
great personal magnetism. Of. Web- 
ster he writes: 

His character was cast in the Puritan mold 
and formed by the New England school sys- 
tem, under which he had been a teacher as 
wel; as a pupil. He was grave, staid and in 
the cast of his character moral and devout. 
In his later years he was given to running 
careless}y into debt and like many other men 
of his day, too fond of wine. As an orator of 
reason he has no superior, if he has an equal 
in the English language. It is difficuit, at 
least, to say what political speech can vie 
in logical force and impressiveness with his 
espeech defending the union In reply to the 
southern eparatists Hayne, or what forensic 
speech excels in the same qualities his speech 
for the prosecution in the murder case of 
White. * * ®* His styie has Deen compared 
to the. strokes of a trip hammer, which his 
sentences resembled in measured force, but 
not in menotony. The majesty of intellect 
sat on his beetling brow and he had the look 
and port of Jove. He was and felt himself 
a king. It is told of him that when one of 
his notes had fallen due he majesticaily wavy- 
ed his hand and said: ‘Let it be paid.”” All 
men bowed down to him; all men crowded to 
hear him. He swayed the opinions of all 
men; but he did not, like Clay, win their 
hearts. He never was a great party ieader, 
nor was he ever a hopeful candidate for the 
presidency. It must be added that his moral 
strength was not equal to his power of mind. 

Lincoln is thus described by our Eng- 
lish critic: 

Abraham TIAncoln is assuredly one of the 
marvels of history. No land but America hag 
produced his like. This destined chief of a 
nation in its most perilous hour was the son 
of a thriftless and wandering settier, bred in 
the most sordid poverty. He had received 
only the rudiments of education, and though 
he afterward read eagerly such works as were 
within his reach. it is wonderful that he 
should have attained as a speaker and writer 
a mastery of language and a pure as well as 
effective style. * * * Lincoln’s goodness of 
heart, his sense of duty, his unseifishness, his 
freedom from vanity, his long suffering, his 
simplicity, were never disturbed either by 
power or opposition. The habit which he re- 
tained through all the dark days of his presi- 
dency of throwing his thoughts into the form 
of pithy stories and apologues caused him ‘to 
be charged with levity. To the charge of 
levity no man could se less open. Though 
he trusted in Providence, care for the public 
and sorrow for the pubiie calamities filled 
his heart and sat visibly upon his brow. His 
state papers*are excellent, not only as 4polit- 
ical documents, but as compositions, and gre 
distinguished by their depth of human feel- 


_ing and tenderness from those of other states- 


men. He spoke always from his own heart to 


the heart of the people. His brief funerai 
oration over the graves of those who had 
fallen in the war is one of the gems of the 
language. 

Other noted Americans are dismissed 
with a few lines of comment. The book 
is interesting because it shows how our 
past history impresses a scholarly Eng- 
lishman, but it is not likely that many 
readers in this country will find them- 
selves in sympathy with a historian who 
sees in Washington only a good man, 
cold-blooded but patriotic and incompe- 
tent but well-meaning. This is not the 
idea that our people have of the father 
of his country. 


Without a Parallel. 

We doubt whether there is an instance 
on record of such an insult as was of- 
fered to Mr. Gladstone, last Sunday. 

The premier was spending the Sab- 
bath in a small town, and as he is a zeal- 
ous churchman, he attended divine ser- 
vice at the Episcopal church. The ree- 
tor, Mr. Davies, had never been accus- 
tomed to large congregations, and when 
he entered the church and saw the build- 
ing crowded, he at onee jumped to the 
conclusion that the people had turned 
out, not to hear-the sermon, but to see 
the great statesman. This so embit- 
tered him that he forgot the propricties 
of the place. Before the services com- 
menced he pointedly refused to shake 
hands with Mr. Gladstone, and in the 
course of his sermon he took oecasion to 
rebuke the people for coming. He 
charged them with having an unworthy 
motive, and said that they had come to 
worship the creature and not the Creator. 

Our telegpams state that the incident. 
has created a sensation in England, and 
we can easily believe it. For the sake 
of Mr. Davies, it is to be hoped that he 
was mentally unbalanced at the time, 
and was irresponsible for his conduct.

As respects literature it has been platitudinous 
to a degree that has produced intellectual nau- 
sea with people of real culture. Mr. Sams 
insists furthermore that in the matter of his- 
tory, more than in any other direction, the 
chautauqua speakers have dealt largely in 
extravagances which are misleading and which 
are in some instances moved by political par- 
tisanship. We are glad that he has had the 
courage to speak out, and that The Southern 
Bducational Journal hag had the boldness to 
print his views without a syllable of editorial 
dissent. There is on every side a growing 
conviction that a majority of the lecturers 
imported for these midsummer festivals have 
missed their proper vocation. As an inevi- 
table result a large percentage of their ad- 
mirers is made up of people who cannot dis- 
tinzuish readily between a horse chestnut and 
a chestnut horse. 

As an educational scheme the chautauqua is 
a back number. We advise our people to pnt 
their money to q better use. The same amount 
invested in the purchase of good books will 
yield a much larger profit. 

If we must needs have an institution of the 
sort let it be placed nnder exclusive sonthern 
management and let it employ to a large ex- 
tent home talent who will spend the gate re- 
ceints in our own midst. This is one way of 
building up southern industrv.

How He Was Found. 

Reme, Ga., September 11.—(Special.)\—White 
examining some jand in a\ydense thicket about 
even mies from Rome yesterday Farmer J. 
W. Uarver and Mack Oliiver made a ghastly 
dod. 

It was the rather fresh bones of a man, 
bis clothing torn and muddy, iying by the 
doues. A pedder’s strap lay there too. 

Around the tree, at the foot of which lay 
The man 
had evidantiy beeu strapped to the tree. 

A half dozen buliet holes im his hat were 
evidence that he was not stoned ito death. 

Investigation quickly foiowed the discov- 
ey, and for a time it was thought the re- 
mains were those of young Caro Sheats, who 
disappeared on August 7th, but it was found 
wat this could not be the case. 

The remains were finally identified as those 
of Joseph Sugarman, a Jewish peddler. He 
moved here from Atlanta last winter. His 
fier and brother now itive in Atlanta. 
During the last week of June he left here 
with a pack worth about $75. He had some 
money in his pocket, and was due to return 
in a few days, but never came back and 
nothing was ever heard of him. Many 
thought he had simply run away, but others 
thought he had been murdered. Today his 
wife and others fu/ly identified the remains 
by the clothing, straps, etc. ‘He couid only 
have been murdered for robbery. 

The thicket in which he was conceated is 
very dense and had not the discoverers Deen 
jocating a boundary Mune, they would not have 
entered it. 

_Sugarman’s wife is the sister of Policeman 
Tem Prickett. , 

The circumstances of his departure from 
‘Atlanta, his strange silence subsequently 
and a stranger message which reached 
bis family through indirect channels al- 
most a month ago, combine with the news 
of his death to form a story full of dark and 
sinister suggestions. 

How He Left Atlanta. 

Joseph Sugarman .was the son of N. Su- 
girman, a well-known Hebrew merchant 
of Decatur street. He has a store at No. 
104 where dry goods and small notions are 
sold, and although he lives in a very un- 
pretentious fashion, he is reputed well to 
do, He has two other sons, one of whom, 
M, Sugarman, has also a dry goods store at 
No. 554 Manietta street. In connection he 
mis a small branch establishment on Pe- 
fers street. 

Joseph, who would be at present just 
twenty-eight years old, clerked for his 
brother. He was a good-natured, easy- 
ging brawny young fellow, standing almost 
six feet in his socks and built in proportion. 
He was fonder of jovial company than of 
business cares, and although he had no 
Vicious habits, gave his family a good deal 
of anxiety. 

Nearly a year ago rumors reached M. 
Sugarman that his brother Joseph was 
devoting too much time to a young woman 
limed Sailic Prickett and was neglecting

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IT 1S RECOVERED AT ROME YESTERDAY

The Two Footpads Adepts in That Branch 


of Crime—No Link Mussing in the 
Alexander Holdup Case. 


The coils are tightening around the high- 
waymen, Tom Hargraves and Ed Jones, and 
yesterday conclusive evidence was obtained 
confirming the suspicion that Dr. Alexan- 
der’s case was not their first crime of that 
character. 

It is now reasonably certain that they 
were the miscreants who held up and se- 
verely injured Mr. Mitchell on the 21st of 
August. 

It will be remembered that at the time 
Mr. Mitchell was assaulted a handsome 
gold watch was stolen from him. This 
watch, which was fully described even to 
a dent in the case was the only tangible 
clue that the detectives had to work upon. 

At abgut 11 o’clock Sunday night Officer 
Conn, who was one of the four who arrest- 
ed the two footpads, learned that Hargraves 
had loaned a watch to another negro who 
had left for Rome, Ga. Captain Thompson 
ut once dispatched him by the next train to 
Rome. He arrived yesterday morning and 
soon located his man. The darky at once 
pulled out the watch and handed it to the 
otiicer. 

A: glance was sufficient. 
deseribed by Mr. Mitchell. 

Ofticer Conn returned to the city at 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. Mr. Mitchell 
was at once sent for and fully identified 
the watch. He gave the number and de- 
scribed certain peculiarities about the 
works.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST 


Showery weather prevailed over much of 
the south Monday.” From St. Louis, C'nein- 
nati, Lynchburg and Norfolk south to the 
gulf coast, more or less rain has been re- 
ported at nearly a. whe weather bureau sta- 
tions. West of the Mississippi‘ river, from 
Zexas to Canada, and in the jake region and 
in the northwestern states fair weather has 
prevailed without exception.

70 de- 
grees, ‘was but ‘two devrees higher than Bai- 
timore’s. Atvanta’s maximum was 79 
grees, about the same as usual at this sea- 
son of the year.

All of the Hebrew Merchants Closed 
Their Doors—Importance of the Is- 
raclite asa Factor in the City.

Yesterday was new year’s day with the 
Israelites of the city. ‘ 

It marked a new milestone in the career 
of that people, beginning with the founda- 
tion of the world. 

The day was reckoned from the going 
down of the sun on the afternoon before 
until 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon, when 
the veil of darkness was drawn over the 
first day of the new year. 

Nearly all of the stores in the cify pre- 
sided over by the Hebrew element of At- 
lanta’s population, were closed in honor of 
the day, and the number of them which 
were barred to the public serves as an in- 
dication of their prominence in the growth 
of this community. 

Commercially, the Hebrew is an indispen- 
sable factor in Atlanta’s growth, and his 
prominence ‘in this respect is increasing 
every year. Whenever a movement is start- 
ed in this city, or a new enterprise is set on 
foot, the Hebrew citizen is more than apt to 
be in the neighborhood. 

On uearly every street in the business 
part of the city the closed doors bore test- 
mony to the faet that Atlanta, in the size 
of her Hebrew colony, can hold’ her own 
with ‘any city in the country. It is a well- 
known fact that Hebrews do not abound in 
uny community that is not characterized 
by a healthy growth. They seek out those 
latitudes that are full of life and energy, 
and there, with a purpose that defies all 
upposition, they pitch their tents and pre- 
pare to worship the God of their fathers. 

The antiquity of the Jewish nation, to 

lose sight for a moment of its other charac- 
teristics, entitles it to the highest respect 
and veneration. As the chosen people of 
God, the early career of the nation is traced 
in the book of Genesis down to the captiv- 
ity and the time of the prophets, who wrote 
to cheer her in bondage by prophesying of 
the time when the temple should be restored 
andes the consolation of Israel should’ ar- 
rive. 
The Hebrew religion is essentially the 
same at the present time as it was in the 
days of Solomon’s temple, when David 
tuned his harp to the praises of Zion and 
the nation dwelt at home along the shores 
of the Jordan. 

Interesting services were held at the syna- 
gogue yesterday morning at which a large 
number were present. The music was a 
special feature of the day’s observance. 

This was carefully arranged, and one or 
two rehearsals prepared the choir for_an 
excellent rendition. The choir of the He- 
brew congregation is composed of excellent 
voices and is one of the very best in the 
citv. The organist is a thorough master 
of his art and the manner in which he per- 
formed yesterday was a delightful feature 
of the morning worship. 

The celebration vesterday will be followed 
in ten davs br the “Day of Atonement, 
which will be observed by fasting and pray- 
er. The opening of the Jewish year 18 al- 
wavs attend] with interesting ceremonies 
and is full of solemn and beautiful interest 
to the members of that nation.

A Talk with Justice A. A. Manning 
Of the Justice Court. 


TERM EXPIRES NEXT MARCH 


HIS 


He Takes His Defeat Gracefully, and Says 


That He Had the Endorsement of 
the Community in His Race. 


Judge A. A. Manning, who has worn the 
ermine of a justice of the peace for nearly 
eight years, will soon return to the practice 
of the law. 

The result of the election last Friday 
was in the nature of a surprise to that 
wellk-nown officer. Tle had canvassed the 
sentiment of the business men of the ety, 
especially those in his own bailiwick, and 
was satisfied with the result to such an 
extent that not even the shadow of a doubt 
appeared to rest on The event of his elec- 
tion. 

“T had a list of more than 400 names,” 
said Judge Manning yesterday afternoon, 
“and these included all the business men 
in the central part of the city. They gave 
me their cheerful and ready support, and 
this I considered an excellent endorsement, 
coming, as it did, from the business men of 
the community and from those who had 
litigated in my court. But I am not hn- 
miliated,” the judge went on, “for with 
such an excellent endorsement, I feel that 
I have discharged my duty to the satisfac- 
tion of the city, and my defeat, though un- 
pleasant, of course, is not without its con- 


solation.’ 

“And then you were defeated by a good 
man,” the suggestion was interposed. 

“Yos, my successor is in every way qual- 
ified for the duties of his position and will 
no doubt make a good officer. Since I have 
been defeated, I can accept the result all 
the more gracefully, now that I shall resign 
my official mantle into worthy hands; and 
to a man who deserves well of the commnu- 
nity.” 

This acknowledgement was full of the 
magnanimity fr which the judge is well 
known. He appeared to take his defeat 
in the best of spirit and seemed to be as 
busy in looking over his docket as he was 
before the election. 

“When do you go eut of office, judge?" 
was the next question that was asked. 

“Not unt/l next March.” 

“That will give you plenty of time in 
which to look around.” : 

“Oh yes, I will have nearly six months. 
That is the beauty of having an early 
election. It enables the fellow who is 
thrown out of a job to rumimate for a 
few days and stir himself around. I shall 
not be long, however, in finding another 
job, if I continue in the same state of 
mind.” 

“Will you go back into the practice of 
law ?”’ 

“T'ndoubtedly. I can make more money 
in the actual practice, without the worry 
and eare that is inedenT to my present 
occupation. I have not had the least time 
to devote to my own pleasure or gratifica- 
tion. With a large number of cases on the 
docket, to say nothing of the other duties 
entailed upon me by the office, I have 
never been able to take a pleasure trip or 
go anywhere except on business. It will 
be a rest and a relief to resign the care and 
responsibility of the position. I sought a 
re-election not because of any special desire 
to hoki the office, but simply because I had 
held it so long that it seemed to be a part 
of my life’s work.”’ 

“Is it trne that a justice of the pence 
makes a lot of money? inquired the in- 
terviewer, with a slight tinge of admiration 
added to that of curiosity, 

“No, sir: and my suecessor will soon find 
that out. I grant you, if all of the costs 
could be collected, that the revenue of the 
office would be resnectable, but the justice 
is in good luck if he gets only a third. I 
have bundreds of papers in the office on 
which [ will never get a cent, and it makes 
me sick at heart to think about it. In the 
practice of law I shall be able to clear a 
much better profit than T do now, and after 
thinking the matter over, I am more than 
sat'afied with the change I am going to 
make.” : 
Judge Manning was engaged in the prac- 
tice of law before he went on the justice 
court bench. He was a suecessful attorney 
and ranked among the leading advocates of 
the city. “. decides to return fo the 
practice he w'. no donht find an excellent 
chientel awaiting him, It may be that he 
will send in his resignation before his pres- 
ent term of office is out, but that will de- 
pend altogether on cireumstances. The 
niger g is that he will continue to serve 
oe ie until the time arrives for his 
ssor to become Judge Perkerson.
